On 02/22/2017,1 received a phone call from a Mr. Douglas Hand. Mr. Hand related that he was the victim of a 
false police report in which he had been accused of rape by Ms. Danee Patterson of Clearlake, CA. Mr. Hand 
further related that he believed Ms. Patterson had committed perjury via affidavit as well as perjury under oath 
in which she falsified documentation and submitted this documentation to the Lake County Superior Court 
requesting a Temporary Restraining Order and later testified about it in court. (Attachment #2) Mr. Hand 
agreed to come into the office and bring documentation supporting his allegation as well as to sign an 
authorization allowing review of his court file. Mr. Hand never came into the office with his documents and 
this investigation got put on hold. 

On 03/17/2017,1 was in Lake County Superior Court and was approached by District Attorney Don Anderson. 
Mr. Anderson introduced me to Mr. Hand who then provided an update on his case. According to Mr. Hand 
he was present in court to have a hearing for a new restraining order that had been filed against him by the 
family of Danee Patterson. It was discovered that Ms. Patterson would be testifying later in the morning. I 
attended this hearing and listened to Ms. Patterson’s sworn testimony. This will be pivotal later in this 
narrative. Prior to listening to Ms. Patterson’s testimony, I telephoned Clearlake Police Detective Elvis Cook 
and spoke with him directly about the evidence he had obtained in this false police report investigation. 

Detective Cook related to me in essence, that Ms. Patterson had absolutely lied when she reported that she had 
been raped by Douglas Hand. Detective Cook stated that he had interviewed Ms. Patterson and she had 
recanted the rape allegation and stated she made the whole thing up including the fact that she wasn’t having a 
relationship with Mr. Hand. Detective Cook said that he had reviewed clear evidence that Mr. Hand and Ms. 
Patterson had an ongoing romantic and sexual relationship. Detective Cook had viewed text messages, 
Facebook postings and other digital evidence which in his professional opinion clearly established that Mr. 
Hand and Ms. Patterson were willingly engaged in a romantic and sexual relationship. 

I spoke briefly with Mr. Hand in the foyer of the courtroom. Mr. Hand briefly told his story in essence as 
follows: Mr. Hand is disabled and Ms. Danee Patterson was hired as his In Home caregiver. During the time 
that she worked for him, they developed a romantic relationship which ultimately led to a sexual relationship 
resulting in Ms. Danee Patterson becoming pregnant. According to Mr. Hand, Ms. Patterson is from an ultra¬ 
conservative family and was extremely fearful to let her family know she was engaging in sexual intercourse 
with her “boss.” Ms. Patterson quit working for Mr. Hand for a brief period of time and then came back and 
worked for him again. During this time frame they maintained a romantic and sexual relationship. According 
to Mr. Hand, Ms. Patterson discovered she was pregnant and on 03/26/2016, went to the Clearlake Police

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Department and reported that on 01/18/2016, she had been sexually assaulted “raped” by Mr. Hand. 
(Clearlake Police Department Report # 16-889- Attachment 1) Mr. Anderson had a copy of this police report 
and the supplemental reports from Clearlake Police Department with him and I promptly reviewed them. 
Attached to the police report was a series of text messages and Facebook messages between Mr. Hand and Ms. 
Patterson. The messages were sexual in nature, appeared to be made voluntarily between two consenting 
adults and clearly established that Mr. Hand and Ms. Patterson had a consensual relationship. 

Investigation: 

Ms. Patterson filed her report which alleged that on 01/18/2016, she and Mr. Hand shared alcoholic drinks and 
she woke up the next morning and her clothes were akimbo and she realized that she had stayed the night at 
Mr. Hands residence -The first time this had occurred at all during her employment. According to Ms. 
Patterson’s report, a few weeks later, she discovered she was pregnant by Mr. Hand. Clearlake Police Officer 
Mark Harden #195, took the police report and forwarded the report to the Clearlake Police Department 
Detective Division. 

On 04/05/2016, Ms. Danee Patterson filed a CHI 00 Request for Civil Harassment Restraining Order with the 
Lake County Superior Court. This report was signed by Ms. Danee Patterson under penalty of Perjury. In this 
report, Ms. Danee Patterson memorializes the following statements: Pg.# 3-“Due to Sexual Assault I am 
pregnant.” Pg.#3 supplemental - “Due to a previous sexual assault by Mr. Hand I refused. He has developed a 
delusion that we had a relationship and I am his Cinderella and he needs to save me. I had no such 
relationship. I was aware of Mr. Hand having feelings for me but I had denied all of his advances.” Ms. 
Patterson signed this document under penalty of Perjury. (Attachment #2) 

On 04/21/2016, Clearlake Police Detective Elvis Cook was conducting follow up investigation and conducted 
an interview with Ms. Patterson. During this interview, which was recorded via video camera Ms. Patterson 
informed Detective Cook that she had concocted the entire story because she was fearful of the pregnancy 
being discovered by her parents. Detective Cook confirmed with Ms. Patterson that she had indeed maintained 
a romantic/sexual relationship with Mr. Hand. Detective Cook also confirmed that after the alleged rape on 
01/18/2016, Ms. Patterson willingly went back to work for Mr. Hand as his caregiver while maintaining a 
romantic relationship with him. (Attachment #1-Supplemental 1 & 2) Detective Cook forewarned Ms. 
Patterson that she had filed a false police report and could be charged with committing this crime. Detective 
Cook memorialized his findings in a supplemental report and forwarded the report to the Lake County District 
Attorney’s Office for review. 

On 05/12/2016, a hearing was held in Lake County Superior Court before the Honorable Judge Arthur H. 
Mann. During this hearing, Ms. Danee Patterson testified under oath pursuant to the Restraining Order 
request she had filed against Mr. Hand. According to Mr. Hand, Ms. Patterson testified that she had been 
sexually assaulted and raped by Mr. Hand and that they had never had a romantic relationship. Mr. Hand was 
able to provide to the court, text messages, Facebook messages and postings, photographs and movies which 
clearly established that he and Ms. Patterson had a consensual romantic/sexual relationship. The transcripts 
for this proceeding have been requested by this office as it is anticipated that Ms. Patterson’s testimony before 
Judge Mann may contain additional evidence of Perjury. 


On 03/17/2017, I was present in Lake County Superior Court, Department 4 - Honorable Judge David W. 
Herrick presiding. I was in the gallery as Ms. Danee Patterson was sworn in by Court Clerk Anne Howe. Ms. 
Patterson swore to tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth. She was seated in the witness box 
and began answering questions from her father. Her father asked her in essence, “Have you ever had a

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relationship with Mr. Hand? Ms. Patterson -“No.” Father: “You have never had a romantic relationship with 
Mr. Hand?” Ms. Patterson answered again, “No.” Ms. Patterson then answered other questions pertaining to 

purported violence by Mr. Hand. I knew, from speaking to Mr. Hand before this proceeding and viewing the 
evidence in the form of the text messages and Facebook messages and also speaking with Detective Cook, that 
Ms. Patterson had just committed peijury before Judge Herrick. Ms. Patterson’s statement of denying a 
relationship with Mr. Hand was absolutely material to the proceeding. Ms. Patterson was making an attempt 
to influence the Judge into believing that there was not romantic or sexual relationship with Mr. Hand. 
(Ultimately, this failed. Judge Herrick reviewed the previous court hearing minutes and exhibits from 
05/12/2016 and discovered the evidence of relationship between Mr. Hand and Ms. Patterson.) Transcripts 
from this proceeding were requested by this office and will be attached to this report once they are available 
from the court reporter.

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Analysis: 

Based upon this investigation, it appears true beyond a reasonable doubt that Ms. Patterson willfully and 
intentionally violated California Penal Code Sections 118 and 118(a) - Perjury- A Felony. This can be 
established and proven by the following: 

Ms. Patterson submitted a sworn statement to the Lake County Superior Court. Ms. Patterson signed this 
statement under penalty of perjury. Several statements made by Ms. Patterson were proven to have been false. 
Ms. Patterson knew at the time she memorialized the statements and signed the document under penalty of 
perjury that the statements were false. Ms. Patterson’s statements were material to the matter at hand in that it 
the evidence she was lying about was critically important to a judge making a determination in the case. Ms. 
Patterson ultimately admitted to Detective Elvis Cook that she lied about the whole thing. Mr. Hand’s text 
message and Facebook evidence clearly establishes that Ms. Patterson knew at the time she submitted the 
affidavit that it contained lies. Ms. Patterson went to court on 05/12/2017, and testified under oath in a 
hearing in furtherance of her lie. Ms. Patterson went to court on 03/17/2017, and again testified under oath to 
perpetuate her original lie of not being in a relationship with Mr. Hand when the evidence clearly shows that 
she was. 

Based upon this investigation, it appears true beyond a reasonable doubt that Ms. Patterson willfully and 
intentionally violated California Penal Code Section 148.5 - Filing a false Police Report- A Misdemeanor. 
This can be established and proven by the following: Ms. Patterson telephoned the Clearlake Police 
Department on 03/26/2016, and reported that she had been raped and sexually assaulted by Mr. Hand. The 
evidence clearly shows that Ms. Patterson was in a consensual relationship with Mr. Hand and had in fact not 
been assaulted or raped by him. After the alleged rape allegation, Ms. Patterson went back to work for Mr. 
Hand at the same time she was in a relationship with him. The text and Facebook messages establish a clear 
cut romantic and sexual relationship between her and Mr. Hand. Ms. Patterson’s own recantation to Detective 
Elvis Cook establishes that she made up the whole entire rape sexual assault charges against Mr. Hand. 


Recommendations: 

I recommend this report and all attachments be submitted to the Lake County District Attorney’s Office for 
filing and prosecution of the appropriate listed charges.

SYNOPSIS: 

Danee Patterson reported she was raped by Douglas Hand and became pregnant as a result of the rape.

NARRATIVE: 

On 03/26/2016, at approximately 1620 hours, I was on duty, in uniform, driving a marked police 
vehicle. I was dispatched to the Clearlake Police Department, for a report of a rape. 

Upon arriving, I contacted Danee Patterson and Ashley Heidebrecht, sitting on a bench in front of the 
police department. Patterson told me she was the victim of a rape and Heidebrecht (sister) was there for 
support. 

I spoke with Patterson in an interview room adjacent to the lobby at the police department at 
approximately 1645 hours. Heidebrecht was present during the interview and sat behind Patterson for 
support. Patterson related the following in summary. 

Patterson was employed by In-Home Support Services. She began providing service to Douglas Hand in 
October of 2015. Hand asked her several times to be more than an IHSS worker with him. Hand asked 
Patterson to be his girlfriend and to have sex with him on several occasions. Patterson declined Hand's 
advances, which resulted in Patterson being terminated from her position providing services to Hand. 
Patterson did not believe Hand's behavior was appropriate and she was not interested in a romantic 
relationship with Hand. Patterson was terminated in January of 2016. Hand asked Patterson to be more 
than an IHSS worker at least once a month while she was employed. Each time Patterson declined, her 
employment was terminated. Patterson went back to work for Hand because she needed the job. 

On 01/17/2016, at approximately 0900 hours, she started her shift at Hand's residence, which was later 
determined to be 3393 5th Street in the City of Clearlake, California. Patterson cleaned Hand's house. 
Patterson finished her shift at 1600 hours. Hand asked Patterson to stay and trim medical marijuana for 
him. Patterson has trimmed medical marijuana for Hand in the past. Patterson was trimming the 
medical marijuana at Hand's kitchen table. Hand offered Patterson an alcoholic beverage, which she 
accepted. Hand made Patterson a White Russian. Patterson drank the beverage. As a result of the 
beverage, Patterson became "tipsy". Patterson does not drink alcohol often. Patterson believed the 
beverage was made with vodka and milk. Patterson did not see Hand make the beverage. 

Patterson had a cold at this time. About an hour after drinking the beverage, Patterson consumed a 
Benadryl, which she had brought with her and had in her wallet. After Patterson consumed the Benadryl, 
she does not recall anything until about 0200 hours, when she woke up sitting in a chair with her head on 
the kitchen table. Patterson responded to the text messages she received from family members. 

Patterson informed family members she had fallen asleep due to taking the Benadryl.

NARRATIVE 


Patterson went into the living room and told Hand she was going to sleep in the back bedroom. Hand 
had previously offered to allow Patterson to sleep in the back bedroom, but she never had before. 
Patterson could not recall if Hand's ex-girlfriend was there. Patterson identified Hand's ex-girlfriend as 
Renee Crabbendan.

Arrest Required if Order Is Violated 

If an officer has probable cause to believe that the restrained person had notice of the order and has disobeyed the order, 
the officer must arrest the restrained person. (Pen. Code, §§ 836(c)(1), 13701(b).) A violation of the order may be a 
violation of Penal Code section 166 or 273.6. Agencies are encouraged to enter violation messages into CARPOS. 

Notice/Proof of Service 

The law enforcement agency must first determine if the restrained person had notice of the order. Consider the restrained 
person “served” (given notice) if (Pen. Code, § 836(cX2)): 

• The officer sees a copy of the Proof of Service or confirms that the Proof of Service is on file; or 

• The restrained person was informed of the order by an officer. 

An officer can obtain information about the contents of the order and proof of service in CARPOS. If proof of service on 
the restrained person cannot be verified, the agency must advise the restrained person of the terms of the order and then 
enforce it. 

if the Protected Person Contacts the Restrained Person 

Even if the protected person invites or consents to contact with the restrained person, this order remains in effect and must 
be enforced. The protected person cannot be arrested for inviting or consenting to contact with the restrained person. The 
order can be changed only by another court order. (Pen. Code, § 13710(b).) 


Conflicting Orders—Priorities for Enforcement 

if more than one restraining order has been issued, the orders must be enforced according to 
the following priorities (see Pen. Code, § 136.2, Fam. Code, §§ 6383(h)(2), 6405(b)): 

1. EPO: If one of the orders is an Emergency Protective Order (form EPO-OOl) and is more restrictive than other 

restraining or protective orders, it has precedence in enforcement over all other orders. 

2. No Contact Order: If there is no EPO, a no-contact order that is included in a restraining or protective order has 

precedence over any other restraining or protective order. 

3. Criminal Order: If none of the orders includes a no contact order, a domestic violence protective order issued in a 
criminal case takes precedence in enforcement over any conflicting civil court order. Any nonconflicting terms of 
the civil restraining order remain in effect and enforceable. 

4. Family, Juvenile, or Civil Order: If more than one family, juvenile, or other civil restraining or protective order 

has been issued, the one that was issued last must be enforced.

have, first of all with regard to the April 3rd incident, did

you ever have direct contact with Mr. Hand? 

8 

MS. PATTERSON: I had asked him to leave me alone 

9 

over Face Book. 

10 

THE COURT: But on that date when he came over to 

11 

the house did you have any contact with him? 

12 

MS. PATTERSON: No. 

13 

THE COURT: What about Ms. Crabbendam? 

14 

MS. PATTERSON: I had seen her in stores but 

15 

that's all. 

16 

THE COURT: Again, on April 3rd did you have any 

17 

contact with her? 

18 

MS. PATTERSON: No, I just overheard the whole 

19 

thing that happened. 

20 

THE COURT: Okay. What else do you want to tell 

21 

me? 

22 

MS. PATTERSON: I had just got back from a trip to 

23 

Fort Bragg. It was 15 minutes after we got back that they

showed up. That's rather weird since he says I was in Ukiah

THE COURT: Who says that? 

27 

MS. PATTERSON: Mr. Hand did.

THE COURT: And when did he say that to you?

orders were issued in this case have you had any contact with

Mr. Hand?

MS. PATTERSON: No.

THE COURT: How about with Ms. Crabbendam?

MS. PATTERSON: I saw her at the store one night. 

9 

but that's all. 

10 

THE COURT: Okay. You and Mr. Hand -- were you 

11 

and Mr. Hand in a sexual relationship prior to the night of 

12 

the White Russian drink? 

13 

MS. PATTERSON:- No. 

14 

THE COURT: At any time were you in a relationship 

15 

with him? 

16 

MS. PATTERSON: Just work related. 

17 

THE COURT: Anything else you want to tell me? 

18 

MS. PATTERSON: No. 

19 

THE COURT: Okay. Mr. Hand, again with the 

20 

admonition that this is not an opportunity for you to argue 

21 

with Ms. Patterson, do you have questions you want to ask her? 

22 


23 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

24 

BY MR. HAND: 

25 

Q. I don't even know what to say. I had feelings for 

26 

her. She -- I mean, she was coming home. Oh, yeah. 

27 

Why? Why did you tell me you were pregnant? Why 

28 

did you send me a Face Book thing on the beginning of March 
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telling me that you were pregnant and you were with Kyle and 
he's the one that went and got it for you.

The 
detective said that I — it did not happen. 

Q. What detective said it did not happen? 

A. Detective Cook. 

Q. Said that it didn't happen? 

A. Uh-huh. 

Q. Said that what didn't happen? 

A. That you did not sexually assault me. 

Q. What proof do you have that I did it? 
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THE COURT: That's what — that's an argument. 
MR. HAND: Oh, okay.

THE COURT: Okay. Questions. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY MR. HINDS: 

Q. Ms. Patterson, what is your relationship with 
Mr. Hand? 

A. I worked for him as his In Home Support Worker 
from October 2015 until January 2016. 

Q. Were you ever involved in a romantic relationship 
with him? 

A. No, I was not. I had no desire to. I was in a 
relationship when I started working for him. 

Q. Has your family ever stopped you from having a 
desired relationship with him? 

A. No, because I had no desire to, as I said before. 

I have had them help me with keeping him away from me. 

Q. Was there ever a time Mr. Hand threatened your 

safety or made threats to harm you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. When was that? 

A. He said before that he has harmed someone else by 

running them over with his car because he didn't — 

MR. HAND: Objection. 

THE WITNESS: — like what they had to say. 

MR. HAND: Isn't that -- sometimes she's saying 
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something that I may have said about something else, nothing 
to do with hurting her. He asked if I hurt her. He said, 
yeah, how? He said that he'd done this to somebody else. 

THE COURT: I think his question included 
threatening her. Is that true? 

MR: HAND: Sorry, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: I didn't get the answer, so, Madam 
Reporter, can you give me the answer so far. 

(The record was read.) 

THE COURT: Was that the entire answer? 

THE WITNESS: That's not the entire answer, no. 

THE COURT: What's that? 

THE WITNESS: That's not the entire answer, no. 

THE COURT: Okay. You can finish the answer. 

THE WITNESS: And he said that he could harm me if 
he felt like it. 

BY MR. HINDS: 

Q. Were there any other times? 

A. Yes. He's come to our house multiple times and he 
has threatened to harm us, our home, our vehicles and our 
animals. And he has actually tried to start a fight in my 
front yard with my step dad Neil and my sister Ashley. He has 
come to our house multiple times and threatened to harm us. 

THE COURT: Okay. Just one second. Okay. Go 

ahead. 

BY MR. HINDS: 

Q. Was there any other times? 

A. Yes, there was a time that my mom, my sister and I 


'll 
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were at Wal-Mart. We passed him in an aisle and he said, "You 
can't kill this one," referring to my unborn baby. And then 
he came back while we were at the check stand, put his hands 
on my back. And when I turned around to see it was him, I 
asked him to leave me alone and he threw his cup with an 
unknown liquid in it and it hit my mom, my sister, the checker 
and me. 

Q. Are you afraid of Mr. Hand? 

A. Yes, very. 

Q. Can you please elaborate as why. 

A. I will not go into public without someone with me 
because I'm afraid that he will harm me or my child or my 
family. 

Q. Has Mr. Hand ever tried to intimidate you? 

A. He's made intimidations, his -- especially in the 
hallway of the courthouse. He likes to stand outside the 
courtroom when we've made appearances for the — appearances 
for the court that we have to do for my daughter. And he has 
stood in the hallway and repeatedly told me how I am a liar, 

I'm white trash, my sister and are degenerates, and that my 
mom should have raised me right. Because I don't follow what 
he wants me to, so therefore I'm not raised right. 

Q. Was there any time that Mr. Hand put his hands on 
you or became physical with you? 

A. Yes, there was one day that I was working for him 
and I didn't want to stay after my hours of work and I was 
calling my parents to come get me. And he grabbed my wrist 
and tried to steal my phone from me and hang up the phone so 
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that I couldn't go home. I looked at my wrist the next day 
and looked like there were fingerprints. 

Q. In your experience has Mr. Hand used alcohol or 
drugs? 

A. Yes. He uses alcohol and drugs profusely. He 
uses alcohol up until he either passes out or he's completely 
drunk. 

Q. Have you ever witnessed his behavior change due to 
the using of alcohol or drugs? 

A. Yes. When he's drinking he becomes mean. He 
threatens people that are around him. One time I heard him 
threaten his friend that he was going to slap the shit out of 
him. And another time I — he told his friend that he was 
going to take him outside and go flora on him. 

Q. Can you describe what happened January 31st here 
in the courthouse? 

A. I was here for an appearance about my daughter 
Grace. And as we were in the courtroom he didn't like what 
the judge had to say, so he was arguing with him. As we went 
to leave the courtroom he pushed past my mom and I, throwing 
us into the door frame and the door on the other side. And he 
went after — he threw his bag down on the bench and went 
after my step dad, who was standing in front of the stroller, 
pushing him into the stroller and bouncing him onto the metal 
doors on the other side. 

Q. After that incident was Grace harmed in any way? 

A. The bailiff coerced me into letting him see Grace. 

And he rubbed a blanket all over Grace's neck and head and 
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shoulders. And when he did that my mom told him that she has 
serious allergies. He didn't pay any attention to that and 
continued to rub it on her. She had a rash the next couple 
days that we had to treat with allergy medicine. 

MR. HINDS: Your Honor, I have pictures of the 
rashes I would like to submit. 

THE COURT: You can either do that during your 
testimony or you can have her identify the photographs. They 
need to be marked as exhibits. 

MR. HINDS: Okay. 

THE COURT: So however you want to do it. 

THE BAILIFF: Now? 

MR. HINDS: Yeah. 


THE COURT: It's up to you. 


BY MR. HINDS: 


Q. How were you injured when Mr. Hand pushed you into 


the door frame? 


A. I had a bruise on my right arm. 

Q. Can you please identify these as the pictures of 


the bruises 


May I take these up to her, the pictures? 
THE BAILIFF: They have to be — 

THE COURT: Have to be marked first. 
(Petitioner's Exhibits 1 through 6 


were marked for identification.) 


BY MR. HINDS: 


Q. Do you feel Mr. Hand is a continuing threat to our 


family? 
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A. Yes, I feel like he would come and threaten and
